Dr. R. B. H. Gradwohl, chemical ex- 
-pert, and his poison squad, consisting 
of a dog and a rabbit, were selected by 
Mrs. Dora E. Doxey’s lawyers Wednes- 


day afternoon as the probable first wit- 
ness in her defense to the charge of 
murdering William J. Erder. 

The preSecution closed its case at 12:45 
p. m., after the*morning had been con- 
sumed in the cross-questioning of the 
last of the State’s three poison experts. 
Adjournment was taken until 3 p. m., 
and long before that hour a crowd 
even denser than that at the morning 
session overflowed Judge Grimm’s court- 
room and packed the corridors. 

Many women refused to leave the 
seats where tney had remained since 7 
a. m., and nibbled candy or crackers in 
lieu. of a meal. The greatest anxiety 
, was shown to hear the testimony of 
Mre.. Doxey in her own behalf, which 
was expected at the afternoon or the 
night session. It is probable that the 
defense’s testimony will run_ into 
Thursday. 

Counsel for the defense said Dr. Grad- 
wohl would testify that he had fed to 
his dog and his rabbit large quantities 
of cacodylate of sodium, the drug sup- 
posed to have been sent to Mrs. Doxey

The dog, “Sherlock Holmes,” is said 7 
to have taken 560 grains.of cacodylate, 
and to bé as chéerful and frisky as ever, 
while “Bunny Wiley,” the rabbit, finds 
life highly worth living, the physician 
declares, with 151 grains of the same 
drug in ‘his system.

Writ Is Issued by Judge Dyer

A certificate of expedition, providing 
for a speedy determination of the Gov- 
ernment’s injunction, suit against 25 
Western railroads to restrain them from 
putting into effect a general increase in 
commodity freight rates, was filed in 
the United States Circuit Court at St. 
Louis Wednesday by Attorney Freder- 
ick N. Judson, special counsel for the 
department of justice. 

A copy of the certificate, signed by 
Attorney-General Wickersham, will be 
sent to the four circuit judges, Sanborn. 
Heok, Vandeventer and Adams, by the 
clerk of the court. e. 

Under this proceduré- the injunction 
suit will take precedence over all other 
cases docketed for trial in the court. 
Twice only in the history of the United 
| States Circuit Court have such certifi- 
eates been filed. in St. Louis. In the 
famous Standard Oi! case, decided in 
favor of the Government by the United 
States Circult Court of Appeals, com- 
prised of the same judges who will hear 
the railroad injunction suit, and the 
sult to dissolve the Terminal Rail- 
road Association of St. Louis, expediting 
certificates were resorted to fon getting 
a speedy hearing. 

Railways Were Circumvented. 

Attorney-General Wickersham told 
Wednesday in Washington of - the 
»Steps which led up to the administration 
move against the railroads. The first 
jintimation he had of the conditions al- 
leged, he said, was in a dispatch from 
somewhere in the West last Thursday. 

On Friday more dispatches came and 
Representative Hubbard of Iowa gave 
him a comprehensive Statement, of the 
situation.

‘“T have not heard of any other express 
company that is obeying the order. I 
understand that Attorney Minnis is in 
the East considering this matter with 
officials of the express companies, but 
I have had no information as to what 
is to be done.’’ Ma 

Attorney Strasser, counsel for the Pa- 
cific Express Co., said he was not in- 
formed as to whether the order will be 
obeyed or resisted. 

The Railroad Commission, after hear- 
ing evidence and looking over the situa- 
tion in North and South St. Louis, or- 
dered an extension’of the boundary lines 
to take in 70 blocks not now in the free 
delivery zone. 

The boundary lines were ordered ex- 
tended from 3800 North Broadway to 5500, 
and from 369 South Broaway to 4700. 
The Commission held that the business 
men in the territory affected by the or- 
der were entitled to free delivery of ex- 
press packages. They now have to pay 
from 25 cents to $1 for each package. 
The railroad express companies have an 
agreement with the St. Louis Express 
Co. to deliver all packages outside of 
the free zone. The local company makes 
a charge of 25 cents to $1 per package 
for this service.

“Ber defense apparently will be,” 
said Assistant Circuit Attorney New- 
on, “that no one saw her give poison 
to Erdér. But if we had 12 eye-wit- 
ness@es who would swear that they 
saw her administer poison to him, 
it could not make our case stronger, 
in my opinion. 

“As I have contended in court, the 
effect of morphine and other drugs 
on the defendant is no defense to a 
felony charge.” 

Attorney Charles H. Miller of Des 
Moines, Io., who produced the dam- 
aging letter in which Mrs. Doxey 
sought to borrow $20, to be repai:

first witness Wednesday. 

Miller’s credibility as a witness was

NEW YORK, June 1.—Charles K. 
Hamilton, the aviator, who was the first 
te suggest the offering of a $25,000 prize 
for an aeroplane flight between New 
York ar™ Chicago and who volunteered 
a subscription of $2000 toward the 
project, believes thdt the time will soon 
come when some aviator will cross the 
Atlantic in an aeroplane. This prophesy 
he made following his announcement 
that he would be a competitor for the 
New York-Chicago. prize, which he gays 
he does not consider too difficult. 

“The transatlantic problem will come 
next,’’ he continued. ‘‘And crossing the 
Atlantic in the air would be a greater 
feat than was that of Columbus. The 
expense of a trip across the Atlantic 
rather than the risk of life involved is 
the one deterring factor which is keep- 
ing aviators from es Be the pass- 
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age. 

“It would require a large machine 
with a capacity for a great quantity of 
gasoline. The Atlantic could be crossed 
at its narrowest: point, which is about 
1150 miles, in 24 hours. One of the requi- 
sites for such a trip is a boat which 
could develop and sustain a speed of 
forty to fifty miles an hour. While such 
a motor boat could not keep up with 
the aeroplane, the latter could make 
circles in the air and fly back every 
time it got too far ahead.”’ 

Hamilton, who will go to Chattanooga, 
Tenn., soon for a series of Government 
aeroplane tests, is 29 years old and pos- 
sesses an independent fortune.

The public schools in every city are badly over- 


crowded as they are in St. Louis. As a result.

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THE RAILROAD INJUNCTION SUIT. 

The injunction suit brought by the Federal 
Government to restrain the railroads in the West- 
ern “Trunk Line Committee from increasing their 
freight rates today raises the question of the 
legality under the anti-trust act of joint action by 
railroads in fixing rates. .The court is asked in 
this cause to enforce the law against understand- 
ings, agreements and joint action by the railroads 
through committees or organizations. Should the 


j Government's contention be sustained, the rail- 


rgads will be compelled to abandon all agreements 
as.to rates and joint rate-making processes and 
to make independent rates. 

But President Taft has a special object, apart 
from the enforcement of the anti-trust law, in 
bringing this sult. He expects to prevent the 
railroads from increasing rates before Congress 
passes the railroad bill empowering the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to pass upon rates, before 
they go into effect; he wants to emphasize the 
importance of a provision of that kind in the 
laws regulating the railroads. The arbitrary joint 
action of the Western trunk lines, anticipating 
congressional legislation to prevent such action, 
offers a striking example of the evil the President 
desires to eliminate. The petition directs atten- 
tion to the menace of the unrestrained power of 
railroads to fix cOmmon rates by agreement or 
understanding, and the necessity of the safeguard 
of just regulation before the rates go into effect. 
The only alternative to competition is through 
regulation—the determination of the reasonable- 
ness of rates before they become effective. It is 
estimated that the new rates would bring an 
excessive profit of over half a billion to the rall- 
roads before the Interstate Commerce Commission 
could act under the present law. 

The greatest significance and importance at- 
taches to the injunction suit. President Taft 
must be credited with a timely act which involves 
not only the protection of the public from the 
abuses of railroad combines, -but may have a 
potent influence upon the scope of governmental 
regulation of railroads, and the success of the 
President’s legislative program on that subject.

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ROOSEVELT AND HOME RULE. 

In his London speeches, Theodore Roosevelt 
anti-Home Ruler, endorses as higher civilization 
in India, all that Burke’ and Sheridan denounced 
as militant commercialism uniting the mock ma- 
jesty of a bloody scepter, and the little traffic 
of a merchant’s counting house, “wielding a 
truncheon in one hand and picking a pocket with 
the other.” 

As he applies the ideas of Warren Hastings 
against the spirit of home rule in Egypt, he de- 
mands more in the way of mock majesty for the 
bloody scepter than commercialism is willing te 
risk .while pocket-picking remains sufficiently 
profitable without it. 

In this spirit of the heroic, Roosevelt illustrates 
what Lord North did his best or worst to prac- 
tice against such “colonists” as Washington and 
Franklin. 

England may still have enough of the spirit of 
Burke, Chatham and Sheridan to answer him as 
Chatham answered Lord North, consigning him 
to the insignificance for which nature ‘designed 
him. If, as it was said in Lord North’s case, any 
plan, although wise and feasible, fails finally in 
such hands as a result of this spirit of Toryism, 
Englishmen who are still moved by the spirit of 
their own great statesmen may answer the intru- 
sive Roosevelt that in'the civilization which be- 
longs to the mock-majesty of pocket-picking proc- 
esses, their country can learn all it needs to 
know from its own Tories. 7

He was checked at this point; but the

Tribunal Puts Them Back on

WASHINGTON, June L—Just before 
adjourning until next October, the Su- 
preme Court of the United States re- 
stored the fifteen corporation tax cases, 
heard last spring, to the docket, for re- 
argument before a full bench. 

No specific date was set for the re- 
argument. As two cases touching the 
constitutionality of the law and its ap- 
plicability to certain organizations have 
been set already for the first Tuesday 
of the October term, after a long list of 
cases previously assigned for hearing 
on that date, it is believed, the court 
will advance the fifteen cases {in ques- 
tion for a hearing in the same month, 

Chief Justice Fuller made the an- 
nouncement of the restoration. ‘For 
argument before a full bench,” was the 
only reason assigned for the unexpected 
action of the court. ,

He has beaten all European wrestlers 
because of his five feet seven inches 
ef muscle. With no neck whatever 
and weighing 2650 pounds sans un- 
necéssary fat, he presents a problem 
to the opposition. Straight leverage 
holds are almost impossible and pun- 
ishing holds he is strong enough to 
break. The best men of the country 
have been wrecked striving against 
this Gibraltar and have in vain tried 
to fasten Zbyszko with a toe hold or 
a’ hammer lock; but all have failed. 
He has run the gamut of the Rollers, 
Westegardes, Schoenleins and Olsons 
with never a black mark against him, 
and he held Gotch for an hour, at 
Buffalo, without that gentleman being 
able to defeat him. In his match here 
with Olson he merely toyed with his 
opponent notwithstanding Olson is 
considered one of the most formidable 
men in the wrestling game. 

Zbyszko, different from many of his 
foreign predecessors, is @ man of in- 
telligence and presence. But his men- 
tality is not of the caliber of Gotch’s. 
The American is lightning, when work- 
ing on the mat, in his perception of situ- 
ations. His mind will be a full minute 
ahead of Zbyszko throughout the con- 
test. ’ 

It is safe to say that Zbyszko will 
never be on the aggressive throughout 
the match, unless he ts able to wear out 
Gotch—rather, to force Gotch to wear 
himself out. No wrestler has even been 
able to outthink the Iowan. For each 
man he meets he plans a different cam- 
paign. For Hackenschmidt, an infinitely 
stronger man. than himself, one accus- 
tomed to ending his contests in 30 min- 
ites at the outside, Gotch devised «4 
stand-up contest. In other words, he 
refused to go to the mat at all with 
Hack, but, instead, hung his weight on 
the shoulders of the Russian Lion for 
over one hour, before they finally be- 
gan the real work of the evening. By 
that time the famous wrestling cham- 
Pion was already half exhausted, and 
when Gotch slapped a toe hold on him 
he quit, utterly exhausted, and punished 
beyond even his wonderful endurance. 

Brains, Not Brawn, Will Win, 

OME such campaign is doubtless 
S planned now by Gotch. Zbyszko 
is not a man with whom Gotch 
will care to measure sheer strength. He 
will attempt to wear him ouf first, then 
mold him to his will. ¥ 
is that of the $25,000 puise offered for 
the contest. Zbyszko will get but $2500, 
win, lose or draw, all ef the remainder 
going te Gotch. This may mean that the 
wrestling trust*of Chicago is putting the 
pinchers to the foreigner, or that the 
latter has supreme confidence in himself 
and is willing, like Joe Gans, to take 
any mite merely to get a try at the 
championship. Of course, if he wins 
there will be a large pie for the Gall- 
cian te cut. 

Zbyszko is a Grect-Reman wrestler by 
training, and it is not to be believed 
that the ponderous tactics of this class 
of athletes can prevall over a man like 
Gotch. He will succumb slowly, but he 
will lose—at least, that’s the opinion 


of all the local experts who have fol- 
lowed the careers of the two men.

HATE REDUCTION UPRELD BY 
UNITED" STATES HIGH COURT 


Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Sustained in St. Louis 


and Other Cases. 


WASHINGTON, June 1—By a vote 
of 4 to 3 the Supreme Court of the 
United tates decided that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission had not exceeded 
its power in ordering the reduction of 
freight rates in the so-called Missouri 
River rate cases and the Denver rate 
case. These orders were held to be 
valid. 

The Missouri River rate cases were 
based on an order of the commission re- 
ducing the freight rate between the Mis- 
sissippi River and the Missouri River, as 
a part of the through rate on through 
shipments originating in the seaboard 
territory. The Denver rate cases were 
based on an order reducing the rates on 
through freight from Chicago and from 
St. Louis to Denver. 

In both cases certain railroads and 
shippers concerned claimed that the 
commission was endeavoring to divide 
the country into rate zones. The Circuit 
Court of the Northern District of Ili- 
nois decided this contention was correct. 
The Supreme Court of the United States 
in a decision, announced by Justice Mc- 
Kenna, stated that it believed the com- 
mission was not attempting to exercise 
such a power, and that the _ record 
showed no evidence that such was *«- 
ing done. Hence it reversed the decisivn 
of the District Court in both cases.

Improved -Foreign Markets} 
Favorably Influence Lo- 
cal Sentiment. 


Recent sellers in wheat turned buy- 
ers in today’s market and. prices 
showed an upward tendency. For 
the first time in many days pit con- 
ditions were normal. 

Sentiment was influenced by the 
improvement in foreign markets. 

Trade opinion is that Liverpool 
has been unduly depressed by its 
liquidating panic and Chicago looks 
on Liverpool prices as entirely too 
low. 

Traders there say, 
shipping basis present prices mean 
about_,70 cents to the American 
farmer. 

Liverpool cables were 1%@2%d higher 
on light offerings and our firmness 
Tuesday. The Continent continues a 
buyer and spot wheat is steadier. 

Liverpool monthly stocks increased 
and large cargo arrivals are still of- 
fered at a decline. 

Russia continues to offer wheat free- 
ly on bearish crop advices. 

Berlin wheat closed %c higher, Ant- 
werp unchanged and Budapest %c high- 
er. Liverpool July wheat closed 1%d 
higher and Sept. 1%d4 higher. 

Duluth reported 2 cars of wheat, 
against 17 last week and 6 last year. 
Minneapolis had 148 cars; last week 137; 
last year 156. Winnipeg had 130 cars; 
last week 107; last year %. Minneapolis 
stock of wheat decreased 166,000 bu in 
four days.
